An injunction was issued Friday nf tor- 
noon in Kenosbiv by Court Commissioner 
Henry T. Hastings to onjotn' Robert Run-, 
jard, Charles Ilunyqrd, QeorRo Faulkner, 
John Scbrcck, John Berlin, Jolin Doe- and 
Iticbnnl Hog from opening a ditch between 
■Ciimp Luke in the town of Sulom, Wis,, 
and Channel Lake In the town of Antioch, 
lake county, in tin* stale of Illinolti. The 
injunction won issuod on the petition of the 
•Settings Brothers leg company, own°n oE 
Irtrffo property on the banks of Camp Lake. 

In thu complaint it is illoffed that a 
ditch is being dug for the purpose of rain- 
ing the 'property owned by the plaintiff*. 
•It ii alleged by the attorneys that the 
property owned by the two defendants 
named as Richard Doo'and John Roe aro 
the agents oE the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany which nlsg owns property on the lake 

The injunction is tho result of fierce 
rivalry existing between tho Knickerbocker 
•company and tbo Getting Brothers, which 
ii an independent company. It is claimed 
by the Getting Brothers company that the 
ditch as it is now being opened, will bo 
.lower the water in Camp Lake as to make 
the property which this company bos 



erected at a cost oE more than $75,000 ab" 
aolately worthless. 

The ditch was originally built about tbo 
first of September and It is claimed that 
Hince that time the level of Camp Lake has 
been reduced by twenty-six Inches, The 
bouse* owned by the Knickerbocker com- 
pany are nt tho end of the lake, where the 
water is not affected by the flow through 
tho ditch and those of the Getting Brothers 
aro on tbo other side of tha lako where the 
water is more shallow. " « 

For somo timo tho merry war has been 
on. and the farmers have opened tho ditch, 
only lo hnve It filled up again by workmen 
employed by the Getting Brothers. A 
short time ago the Uettings Brothers com- 
pany built n dam across tho ditch, nnd it 
i-i alleged that this dam was blown up with 
dynaminn. The plaintiff company has 
instituted an action in the circuit court de- 
manding that tho ditch bo filled up and 
that tho defendants pay to tho company 
93,000 as damages. 

The injunction was placed in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff John Mulz for service, 
and it is understood that it will bo served 
bo as lo make it impossible for the farmers 
to interfere with the dam built by Get tings 
Brothers' company. /

That of County Treasurer Placed at Half 

a Million Dollars 

"There was a meeting of the board of 
supervisors last Saturday, called for fixing 
the bonds the the county clerk, count/, 
treasurer and superintendent of school if ■ 
and to appoint a committee to approve 
same when filed. 

Clerk Hendce read tho statute covering 
tha matter and which' provides that the 
shoriff's bond shall ba 010,000, to be ap- 
proved by the Judge of tho county court t , 
hence the supervisori hod nothing to do 
with the bond of that officer. 

The clerk's and trensurer's bonds are Bet 
by the supervisors in an amount they deem 
sufficient. The Bchooi superintendent's 
bond is stipulated by law to be 812,000 and 
as much mdic as tho supervisors may con?; 
sider necessary. 

Mr. Hendce explained that last year his 1 
bond was 810,000 as county clerk and that 
besides ho gnvo a bond oM5,00Q as clerk 
of the county court, or a total of 815,000 

Supervisor .Raymond moved that 
Hcndeo'e bond be indented to $15,000 as 
counly clerk. Supervisor Appleton amend- 
ed, moving the bond be the same as last 
year, or 810,000.' The amendment was 
lost and the original motion carried upon 
roll call. 

It was unanimously voted to place the 
county treasurer's bond at 8300,000, same 
as heretofore. Besides this, Mr. Ames will 
be required to give a bond of 8150,000 to 
8200,000 next spring to the state, as se- 
curity for tho state taxes. There is also a 
bond of 82,000 required of him as super- 
visor of assessments. 

Mr. Simpson will give a bond of 812.000 
that atnound being the least Uio law per- 
mits. 

Chid r oi nn Robertson, Supervisors Ed- 
wards, Miller, Raymond and Lamay con- 
stitute the committee to approve* the bond 
when 'filed. Lamey, Horenbertrer. and 
Gibbs make up the committee to settle with 
County Treasurer Price upon his retire- 
ment. * 

Chairman Robertson suggested that it 
would l« well for the board to call atten- 
tion of road commissioners' throughout' the 
county to the law making it their duty to 
place and maintain sign posts at nil, cross 
roads." Me argued thnt'the law is ignored 
in about if not every township and felt trie 
commissioners should be urged to- action.

Few if nny|peo pic in Antioch are aware of 
the fact that we huve nn inventor of more 
tli nn usual ability in our midst. Max J. 
Iluber is the interior nnd patentee of n 
fence post, made of steel, which can be 
sotinconnftit or u« d with epual success 
without (ho cement foundation. 

The post is formed of sheet material, 
preferably sheet-Iron, nnd the form from 
which the post is formed may ba stamped 
integral, the blank having at one vertical 
edge teeth extending downwardly with 
rectangular slcls between them and at its 
other parallel edge having similar teeth 
extending upwardly. The teeth and a 
strip along the edges are bent over to form 
finnges, and the body part of the blank is 
then rolled into cylindrical form to bring 
the flanges opposite each other with the 
bases of the opposed Blot in horizontal 
alincment. The loner part of the post 1b 
sunk' and secured in the ground, nnd the 
wires to be held ate slipped into opposed 
slots, wlmrcuixm the flanges are drawn to- 
'aether by bolts, the result being that the 
wires are securely clamped to the post and 
held both against longitudinal and other 
displacement. 

Mr. Ruber has received many flattering 
offers to sell his patent, but as yet be is 
undecided what he will do, but we are in* 
formed that he contemplates organizing a 
slock company for tho manufacture of this 
article. In view of the fact that timber 
suitable for posts is getting to be very 
scarce and expensive, and also the fact that

The territory included is. such that it 
takes in most of the sections 3, 4, 9, and 10 
of Grant' township [and includes all the 
hotels on the west side of the lake, part of 
Crabtree island hotels on east Bide or Kip- 
perBiuk lake, east side of Ftutakee lake as 
fox south as Eagle Point. 

It also takes in what is called Fox Lake 
village, the place where the stores etc., are 
located but which has never been in- 
corporated as a village. 

If the vote is carried to incorporate the 
village as asked for in the petition, then 
the men who wish to sell liquor will ask 
the village for licenses and they feel they 
mil pet them because their influence will 
elect to office such men only who will grant 
them. 

The procedure is taken as a move oa the 
part of the hotel people to put "themselves 
within the law and maintain their busi- 
ness places in manner similar to those run 
in cities, Orris & Edwards represent the 
petitioners.

It Is generally understood thnt Presi- 
dent Roosevelt In his message will rec- 
ommend more drastic Immigration leg- 
islation than is embodied in tho meas- 
ure which the conference committee 
will have before It for consideration 
when Congress assembles. The bill as 
It stands has «u educational clause 
inserted by the ScnatfeV.whlcb provides 
that nil adult immigrants must be nblo 
to read and write. Tho House struck 
out this provision, and cither the House 
or the Senate must recede from- Its, 
position or tho bill must fall of pas- 
sage. 

This Immigration matter looms large." 
Many sections or tho North nto anxious 
to get rid of the undesirable foreigners. 
They can't get rid of them, but If aid 
comes from elsewhere they can prevent 
their continuous arrival. The South 
desires white Immigration, but of only 
one kind— that from tho British Isles 
aud from northern Europe. The South 
can protect Itself more easily If tho ed- 
ucational test Is made a part of the Im- 
migration hill.

Great care 
should therefore bo taken In the utlil-. 
witlon of such water* feu* conlltig pur- 
poses. There Is a direct relation be- 
tween the bacterial content ejf the 
wash wntcr used nnd the keeping qunl- 
Hyof the butter. Wntcr kept nt n low 
temperature from 40 to fiO degrees Fahr- 
enheit for a few lio.urs inhibits tho ic- 
vclopment of bacteria, or destroys from 
one-lmlf to four- fifths of those pres- 
ent.

What purports to bo a forecast of tho 
President's next message to Congress has 
gained publicity In Washington. It is 
said that the message is practically written 
nnd that It will bo edited nnd roviscd on 
the President's present trip, but that the 
paragraphs noted nre an ossential part of 
tho document. They arc given for what 
they are worth, and those who are interested 
in it may estimate the relative vnluo of the 
various propositions advanced. Tim most 
important proposition of all is snid to re- 
late to progressive inheritance tax. This 
is a subject which has been before Congress 
before but the likelihood that the discus- 
sion would bo renewed wns forecasted in 
tho President's famous speech at tho corner 
Btono laying of the Senuto office building 
last summer. II is said that Mr. Roose- 
velt ban taken r tbo advice of some of I ho 
best lawyers in the country and is con- 
vinced that it is possible to drnw an in- 
heritance tax law that will meet all tho n - 
qniremontj of the case nnd will still be con- 
sidered constitutional by the Supreme 
Court, The object of the law will bo to 
prevent any individual from handing 
down to his heirs nn unduly swollen for- 
tune. This scheme has been tried abroad 
and has heretofore been circumvented by 
the testators' giving away during their 
Inter years a Inrge portion of their cstnto 
nnd thereby escaping tho Eo-callod death 
duties. Whether it will be possible in 
this country to draw a law which will pre- 
vent this sort of evasion is an interesting 
question. Another section of the message 
is said to bo directed to tho control of cor- 
porations doing interstate business. It is 
held that interstate corporation business of 
this sort is ns legitimately subject to fed- 
eral control as in interstate commerce. 
Heretofore thero has been no statutory con- 
trol of such corporations, nnd it' is tho sub- 
ject of the President to extend tho Federal 
jurisdiction. There are a number of other 
subjects of almost equi.1 importance. 
Among them nre the control of contribu- 
tions to political campaigns, and n law look- 
ing to publicity for nil campaign expendi- 
tures. Such n, regulation would do moro 
thnn anything else to secure honesty in tho 
selection of candidates for ofh'co and tho 
Fn raker law Inst year wns a stop in this 
direction. It will he recollected however, 
that this law was pigeon-holed in view of 
the political campaign just past. There 
nre further sections directed to the restric- 



tion of immigration and tho dnltnilion of 
undesirable classes among European immi- 
grant* similar in soma respects to the pres- 
ent Chinese exclusion law. Another sec- 
tion of very general public Intorent Is the 
protection of railroad pastengom nnd em- 
ployes by tho adoption of tho eight- hour 
day tho block signal system, and addition- 
al safety devices. The question of cur- 
rency legislation, It Is said, will also bo 
considered, but it Is reported that thero is 
no section devoted to tho consideration of 
tariff reform.

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History of Thanksgiving Day 
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Tills festival Is of Puritan origin, 
though the custom of giving thank* for 
favors i>[ ihi' Held nnd sttill bus prevailed 
ns fnr hack ns written records p>; with 
tho Greeks ami even the Egyptians in 
their feasts to Demetcr nnd Iris, with (he 
Itomnus in their Cereal ia, and with the 
Jews in their Feast of Tabernacles. Com- 
ing down to more modern time!*, wo read 
of public thanksgivings in Germany, Hol- 
land, and in England, the recollection of 
vho.it> "Harvest II>mie." perhaps, inspired 
the Puritan* to ImuiKttriitu the custom. 

Though pious nod devout, our, Now 
England Ancestors wore yet rlsld non-con- 
formists, hence tltclr rejection of Christ- 
mas as a relic of popery; yet the yearn- 
In g of the heart for u religious mid family 
festivnl had to be s:ul*iicd. and sn they 
instltntvd Thrinksslving Day, which they 
appointed after the en tin-ring In of the 
linrvest, wlien, the main work of the year 
being accomplished, families mmder«d 
might assemble In the homes of their eld- 
ers nml give themselves tip to n short sea- 
son of solemnity ami mirth. 

The first Thanksgiving, ncwnllnc to the 
well- crcdi ted chronicler, Edward Win slow. 
was held in 111-1, ten months after the 
landing of the Pilgrims, when, the crops 
being garnered, they feJr-3ti,dng up with; 
Jn their lieojts^T^oling of .praise "ami 
"tlia"itt.«KiVtrig. It lasted almost n week, 
nnd was participated in by King Mnssn- 
solt nnd ninety of his braves, who were 
feasted and entertained for three days, 
the newcomers allowing their guests tbslt 
proficiency In arms, exocrines* in wrest- 
ling, etc. Hut we may Imagine that the 
feelings of the Pale Faces were not wholly 
ni in In' ul as they disported before these 
grim and stolid Ited Men. To show their 
prowess In turn, "the Indians went out 
and killed fire deer, which they brought 
to the. plantation and bestowed on the 
Governor and upon Captain .Miles Stand- 
. J*1i hud others," a fine contribution to the 
* feast. 

Hut, at though thus Inaugurated, the 
custom was not thoroughly established for 
some time, Days -of thanksgiving were 
appointed in the different colonies hy dif- 
ferent Governors for various occurrences 
—i In 1 safe nrrfvnl of ships bringing to veil 
relatives, pro visions, etc. ; for seasonable 
weather, rain after long droughts, anil 
safe deliverances from perils ami foes. 
These, of course, were flt different jierioiR 
but most of them occurred in October or 
November, after the harvest. 

On the day appointed, families being as- 
sembled, they remembered first their duly 
to thank the "Giver of every gootl and 
perfect gift" publicly, for tils bounty 
during the year; and so repaired early to 
His house to observe public worsltlp. 

But when the family anil guests all met 
on Thanksgiving Day nround the hos- 
pitable board, there was no lack, but n 
superabundance, of viands and tempting 
pastries, game, turkeys and chickens, 
wholesome vegetables nnd inviting fruits. 
The good wives vied with each other In 
their preparation or toothsome delicacies ; 
Indeed, some of them were famed through- 
out the colony for their culinary skill. To 
be a good housewife in those days, nnd to 
look well after the welfare and comfort 
oE her family was considered woman's vo- 
cation. 

Thnnksglving Day did not become a na- 
tional observance until some time after 
the nation's separnto life was assured. 
There was a general thanksgiving for 
peace In 17S-1, but noua of a national 
character until our first President, by re- 
quest of Congress, recommended one, In 
17SS, to celebrate the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. In lTfiri there was a general 
thanksgiving for the suppression of insur- 
rection In several States, and in 1815, one 
for the termination of our second war 
•with England. 

But these were sporadic Instances. 
Governors of tho different New England 
States often Issued proclamations for the 
observance of tho day, until, bet ween the 
church nnd state. It grew there Into an 
ennual festivnl. Twice "-.luring the Civil 
'War, President Lincoln Issued proclama- 
tions for general thanksgiving — la 18012 
and 1S03, because of abundant harvests 
and certain victories, though In the former 
year tho war cloud was still without a 
show of a silver lining. 

Nov. 2, aS0. r >, a 'national thanksgiving 
for peace was held, which was more gen- 
erally observed, nnd perhaps more heart- 
ily, than any which had preceded It. Since 
then the custom has become annual — the 
President, followed by the Governors of 
tho different Stares, Issuing proclamations' 
for tho lust Thursday In November, — Il- 
lustrated Home Journal,

It is composed hy the 
President himself nnd In most Instances 
written out in Ids own hand. When this 
is done tho document goes to the State 
Department, where it Is carefully copied 
In ornamental writing that Is n I most llko 
engraving on ihe otlicial blue paper of 
that department, Tho urst tltlug needed 
on the document Is the great seal of tho 
government This seal Is kept by the 
clerk of pardons and com missions, and It 
is very carefully guarded under lock and 
key. Its keeper will not produce it with- 
out a special warrant signed by the Presi- 
dent, nnd nn Impression of the seal is 
finite a ceremony In itself. When tho 
proclamation has been thus duly signed 
nnd sealed many copies nre made of It by
